The new building, a handsome 
structure of white marble, is situated 
in Liberty street, between Nassau 
street and Broadway.

a prayer of dedication by the 'Rev. 
Morgan Dix. rector of Trinity idhurch. 
An 'address of .welcome 'by Morris K. 
Jessup, president of the 'chamber, 
followed, 'and then the oration, of the 
day was delivered 'by Former Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland'. 


MR. CLEVELAND'S ADDRESS. 
Former President Cleveland said

admits that his company .owns 37 
'collieries and that before the strike 
it employed 20,829 people.

nounces as unjust and inequitable 
the demand for a reduction of twenty 
per cent, in hours of labor without a 
reduction of earnings for time em- 
ployes, and this demand is pro- 
nounced impracticable. In this iron- 
nectlon the following statement is 
made: 


"Because of the injury to the mines 


by the strike of the United Mine 
Workers the cost of producing coal 
has been greatly increased and a 
temporary advance in price was made 
by this company, but it will be im- 
practicable to continue such ir.urease 
when miniing operations "become nor- 
mal." 


Eighth. 
Mr. Baer says that his 


company has no disagreement with 
any of its employes about the weigh- 
ing of coal, because the quantity is 
usually determined toy measurement 
and not by weight.

Bolivia Troops in Acre ore Defeated, 


According to Reports From 


La Poz. 


N«w York, Nov. 11.—For the sec- 


ond time the fate of Roland B. Mol- 
ineux, charged with the murder of 


Mrs. 
Catherine J. Adams, December 


28, 1898, is in the hands of a jury of 
twelve men. 


Today at 12:15 p. m. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Osborne finished his 
summing up of the casa for the state. 
During his severe arraignment of the 
defendant, frequently leveling 
!his 


at him to emphasize the di- 


rectness of Jiis .point, Molineux sat 
•wholly unmoved, though !his father 
and brother were visibly 'affected. 


After a recess Justice Lambert be- 


gan about 1:30 to deliver Ms charge 
to the jury. The charge was regard- 
ed as in all respects fair *o the de- 
fendant. 


At 3:10 the jury retired to consider 


their verdict. A verdict is expected 
some time tonight. 


CROWDED THE COURT. 


More than a thousand' men «vnd wo- 


mtn, and there were more women 
than men, crowded the corridors of 
the criminal court building before 9 
o'clock this morning and fought for 
admission to the room where Justice 
Lambert was sitting dn the Moul- 
ineux trial. 


THE JUDGE'S CHARGE. 


At the afternoon session. Justice 


Lnjmbert delivered his charge. 


"Katherins J. Adams," he 'began, 


"died on December 28, 1898, and the 
defendant is charged with the re- 
sponsibility for her death. Th* de- 
fendant may be convicted, if you 
thdnk the evidence adequate, of mur- 
der in the first degree, or, if you 
think well, of murder in the second 
degree, or of manslaug-lvtea- in. the 
first degree, or of manslaughter in 
the second degree." 


Justice Lambert 
read 
from the 


statutes the definition of the various 
degrees of homicide, laying- stress 
on the necessity of deliberation and 
premeditation to constitute murder 
in the first degree. 


"It is contended here by the peo- 


ple," he went on. "that if this de- 
fendant is found guilty he will be 
guilty of murder in the first degree. 
The defendant by his counsel has 
made no argument in this regard, 
but you arc required to consider those 
things in reaching your decision. 


"Th<> defendant is presumed to be 


innocent until the evidence Shows his 
guilt beyond 
a reasonable doubt. 


The burden of proof never shifts. 
It 


is always with the state to prove 
guiit and not for the defendant to 
prove innocence. 


are under no legal requirements to 
believe what they told you.

JURY IS RESPONSIBLE. 


"You have to take the responsi- 


bility ifor your decision. If the pea- 
pie's case stood on the question of 
hand-wilting it should be distmdss 
But if tlh« contention of the prosecu- 
tion is sustained in other respects 
you may consider the handwriting.

At other times the horse was per- 
fectly tractable and could be handled 
by a child. 


The horse was kept in a large pas- 


ture with several others and on Fri- 
day, while Mr. Lacroix was crossing 
the field, 'he was startled by a wild 
scream coming from a small clump 
of bushes near by and turned around 
to see the horse coming at him at a 
gallop not a hundred yards off.

Lacroix ran for shelter in a smalll 
swamp and reached it a -few yards 
ahead of the maddened animal, and 
after dodging about among "ic -trees 
and bushes for a sttiort time, he suc- 
ceeded; in eluding the brute and 
reached safe territory on the other 
side of a high iail fence. 


The horse was all right Saturday 


and on Sunday it was driven into 
the Ibarn with, a few others.

Lisbon and Western railroad com- 
pany and the Shenango and Beaver 
Valley railway company was today 
filed with the secretary of state ol 
Ohio and the secretary of state c-f 
Pennsylvania. 
This completes the 


legal work in the reorganization pro- 
ceedings which have been going 0^3 
whereiby the new Pitte'burg, Liilbon 
and Western railway company ac- 
quired the Salem railroad and the 
Pittsburg, Lisbon and Western rail- 
way and has planned for extension? 
to a connection wi'th. the Wheeling 
and Lake Erie road on the west and 
•with Newcastle and 
Pittsburg- on 


the east. A corps of engineers has 
been at work in this connection for 
the post six months and final surveys 
have been completed over most of th« 
projected extensions." 


Railroad men in Canton say a link 


of twenty-four miles must be built 
to connect the Wheeling and Laka 
Erie and Wabash with the newly con- 
solidated lines, making thus, it is 
believed, a second Wabasai line from 
Chicago to Pitts-burg' 
and another 


east and west through truiik line by 
a connection with the Buffalo, Roch- 
ester and Plttslburg road. Congress- 
man R. W. Tyler, who, after being 
rcnominated last summer to represent 
the McKiniley district in congress and 
retired from the contest, is believed 
to have done so in order to devote 
his time to looking after the legal 
-matters in connection with the new 
lines.
